On  nearly  all  lawns  there  are  unsightly  bare  spots  under  the  shade  of 
trees,  which  have  baffled  all  efforts  to  get  into  grass,  but  with  this  mixture 
there  need  be  no  further  difficulty.  It  is  a combination  of  fine  dwarf  grow- 
ing, evergreen  varieties,  which  in  their  wild  or  natural  state  are  to  be  found 
growing  in  the  woods  or  other  sheltered  and  shaded  spots.
